Air, Artillery Strikes Reported By

“ I do not believe that, overall, 
the gathering here can be char­ 
acterized as peaceful,** Atty. 
Gen. John N. Mitchell said Sun­ 
day of the massive gathering 
that brought at least a quarter- 
million war protesters to Wash­ 
ington. 
He accused the organizing 
New Mobilization Committee of 
failing to head Justice Depart­ 
ment warnings of potential vio­ 
lence. 
“ That’a a lie,*’ New Mobe 
project director Ron Young re­ 
torted when told of Mitchell’s 
statem ent. “ Yesterday, 
thoi* 
sands of people were gassed in 
W ashington by this government. 
Yesterday, hundreds of people 
w ere killed in Vietnam by this 
government. Yesterday, villag­ 
es w ere destroyed in Vietnam by 
this government. 


“ Eight 
hundred 
thousand 
came and left this city with only 
150 a rie sts and very few inju­ 
ries.* 
Police Chief Jerry V. Wilson 
had estim ated 250,000 demore 
strato rs turned out Saturday. 
But he said that estim ate was 
modest.

Drop-Outs Should Realize 


By DOROTHY RICKER 


The current school year has 


now run long enough to disclose 
some unhappy teens who may 
be considering quitting schooL 
For numerous reasons some 
young people convince them, 
selves that 
dropping out of 


school is the desirable thing 
to do. Each will have an excuse 
for this decision but only rarely 
are the reasons sound and justi- 
fied. Usually they reflect a 
short-sighted view of the value 
of a high school education when 
a LONG view would irake the 
picture look entirely different. 


Unfortunately, manydropouts 


do not quit because they are 
stupid or unable to do the work; 
they are often just as smart 
basically as those who stay in 
school. Laziness is, of course, 
the reason for dropoutsinsome 
cases but in others they quit 
only because they have failed 
to see the future value of a high 
school education. 


Perhaps there is no help for 


the lazy ones, except a boss to 
crack the whip, but the others 
need help to develop a new 
point of view. So often the drop, 
outs will say, "The super, 
market where I work part time 
as a bag boy won't pay me any 
more if I graduate than they do 
now!" 


That 
answer 
would make 


sense if one's entire future 
were to be spent as a bag boy. 
But who wants to settle for 
that? By the time a boy or girl 
reaches the 20s and a family 
of one's own becomes desirable, 
better jobs are needed and the 
better jobs are closed to those 
with no high school diploma. 


A person can become self* 


educated, of course, but it is 
a long, hard route and many 
who start that route never make 
it. Self-teaching is farmoredif- 
ficult than learning while in 
school. 


Boys are not the only drop, 


outs. Girls, too, sometimes 
come up with a short-sighted 
view of their future. They will 
tell you, "I can make good 
money right now as a typist 
(or sales clerk, or whatever) 
and then I'm going to be mar. 
rted in tne next three or tour 
years, so why should I stnif* 
fie through all of this hard 
work at school? What food will 
it do me to know aboot parak 
telegrams or prepositions when 


I just plan to keep house? 


A girl with this limited view 


of herself and her future dooms 
herself, 
in many cases, to* a 


humdrum life of feeling "left 
out" when she is in contact with 
persons who are better educat- 
ed. The long.range view would 
tell her that the more general 
education she has, the better 
wife and rrother she can be. 
Uneducated girls who have lit. 
tie understanding of what is 
going on in this world can offer 
Jittle help to their own offspring, 
their husbands, or anyone else I 


A lack of money is some, 


times the cause for school drop- 
outs and, if it is a case of 
sheer 
necessity 
to support 


a family, not much can be done 
about it. In most instances, when 
money is a reason, droppingout 
of school is usually done be- 
cause the boy or girl wants 
more spending money NOW — 
for a car, for clothes or what- 
have-you. 


It is understandably difficult 


to see classmates have so many 
nice things which you cannot 
have — unless you quit and go 
to work.But there is a hidden 
gimmick in this. It will only be 
a matter of time when the oth- 
ers have graduated from school 
and before long they will ac- 
quire even more nice posses, 
sions. And this time the chanc. 
es are slim you will ever catch 
up with them. Their better edu- 
cation has put them into an 
earning class you will probably 
never reach just because you 
dropped out of school. 


Sometimes the dropout-to-be 


doesn't know why he wants to 
quit school — It's not money, 
it's not stupidity, it's not fam- 
ily troubles. One thing for sure, 
it is a lack of interest. 


How do you make school more 


interesting? Talk to a principal, 
a guidance couselor or some 
teacher in whom you have con. 
fidence. Tell him how you really 
feel about school. An honest, 
down>to»earth conversation can 
sometimes work wonders help* 
ing to over come difficulties with 
present subjects or teachers, 
or maybe switching some of the 
subjects to new ones more 
meaningful 
and interesting. 


Once a person discovers there 
is some real point to school 
work and some valuable ben*, 
fits to be obtained from It, the 
work becomes much less diffi- 
cult.

The current school year has 
now run long enough to disclose 
some unhappy teens who may 
be considering quitting school. 
For numerous reasons some 
young people convince them­ 
selves 
that 
dropping out of 
school is the desirable thing 
to do. Each will have an excuse 
for this decision but only rarely 
are the reasons sound and justi­ 
fied. Usually they reflect a 
short-sighted view- of the value 
of a high school education when 
a LONG view would make the 
picture look entirely different. 
Unfortunately, many dropouts 
do not quit because they are 
stupid or unable to do the work; 
they are often just as sm art 
basically as those who stay in 
school. Laziness is, of course, 
the reason for dropouts in some 
cases but in others they quit 
only because they have failed 
to see the future value of a high 
school education. 
Perhaps there is no help for 
the lazy ones, except a boss to 
crack the whip, but the others 
need help to develop a new 
point of view. So often the drop­ 
outs will say, 
“ The super­ 
market where I work part time 
as a bag boy won't pay me any 
more if I graduate than they do 
now!'' 
That 
answer would 
make 
sense if one's entire future 
were to be spent as a bag boy. 
But who wants to settle for 
that? By the time a boy or girl 
reaches the 20s and a family 
of one's own becomes desirable, 
better jobs are needed and the 
better jobs are closed to those 
with no high school diploma. 
A person can become self- 
educated, of course, but it is 
a long, hard route and many 
who start that route never make 
it. Self-teaching is far more dif­ 
ficult than learning while in 
school. 
Boys are not the only drop­ 
outs. 
Girls, 
too, sometimes 
come up with a short-sighted 
view of their future. They will 
tell you, *'I can make good 
money right now as a typist 
(or sales clerk, or whatever) 
and then Pm going to be mar­ 
ried in the next three or four 
years, so why should I strug­ 
gle through all of this hard 
work at school" What good will 
it do me tc know about paral­ 
lelograms or prepositions when 


I just plan to keep house? 
A girl with this limited view 
of herself and her future dooms 
herself, 
in many cases, to a 
humdrum life of feeling «‘left 
out" when she is in contact with 
persons who are better educat­ 
ed. The long-range view would 
tell her that the more general 
education she has, the better 
wife and mother she can be. 
Uneducated girls who have lit­ 
tle understanding of what is 
going on in this world can offer 
•little help to theiT own offspring, 
their husbands, or anyone else! 
A lack of money is some­ 
times the cause for school drop­ 
outs and, if it is a case of 
sheer 
necessity 
to 
support 
a family, not much can be done 
about it. In most instances, when 
money is a reason, dropping out 
of school is usually done be­ 
cause the boy or girl wants 
more spending money NOW — 
for a car, for clothes or what- 
have-you. 
It is understandably difficult 
to see classmates have so many 
nice things which you cannot 
have — unless you quit and go 
to work.But there is a hidden 
gimmick in this. It will only be 
a matter of time when the oth­ 
ers have graduated from school 
and before long they will ac­ 
quire even more nice posses­ 
sions. Anri this time the chanc- 
es are slim you will ever catch 
up with them. Their better edu. 
cation has put them into an 
earning class you will probably 
never reach just because you 
dropped out of school. 
Sometimes the dropout-to-be 
doesn't know why he wants to 
quit school — it's not money, 
it's not stupidity, it's not fam­ 
ily troubles. One thing for sure, 
it is a lack of interest. 
How do you make school more 
interesting? Talk to a principal, 
a guidance couselor or some 
teacher in whom you have con. 
fidence. Tell him how you really 
feel about school. An honest, 
down-toearth conversation can 
sometimes work wonders help, 
ing toovercome difficulties with 
present subjects or teachers, 
or maybe switching some of the 
subjects 
to 
new ones more 
meaningful 
and 
interesting. 
Once a person discovers there 
is some real point to school 
work and some valuable bene­ 
fits to be obtained from it, the 
work becomes much less diffi­ 
cult.

tour of the 
famous 


Heidelburg Castle (about 1300 
for date hounds). 
Our hotel, 


by the way, although burned, 
rebuilt, destroyed, restored, 
had its original facade which 
was constructed in 1589. The 


plumbing was somewhat more 
modern. But back to the castle, 
which is justly famous for its 
fine examples of Renissance 
architecture and for the im- 
mense wine casks. There are 
10 In the cellars which hold 
11,000 gallons each, and one 
super-cask which held 55,000 
gallons. This was used by the 
dukes and princes of the Pal- 
otinate and they sure must have 
entertained a lot. This "big- 
gest wine barrel in the world" 
was connected by pipeline to the 
Festival Hall, and wine was 
hand-pumped up there by ser- 
vants. 


One wedding at this tastle had 


2,000 guests and for this event, 
a fountain in the town ran freely 
with both red and white wine. 
One of the interesting exhibits 
at the castle is the 10 foot com- 
pass which was used in con - 
structlng the enormous barrel.

clear tests, and nuclear aid for 
non-nuclear countries.

firm evidence they were exe­ 
cuted by American troops. 
Newsweek magazine and the 
New York Times reported Sun­ 
day, however, that eyewitnesses 
said 50 or more soldiers were 
Involved.

Fulbright Regrets Plea For 
Gulf Of Tonkin Resolution

WASHINGTON— It was a warm, 
humid day on Capitol Hill, in 
August, 1964. The presidential 
campaign was under way and all 
the loyal Democrats wanted to 
do what they could to help the 
election of Lyndon Johnson. 


The distinguished junior sen- 
ator from Arkansas, J. W. Ful- 
bright, chairman of the Foreign 
Relations Committee, took the 
floor. He began in a quiet voice 
and reporters in the gallery had 
to lean forward to catch his 
words. 


Two U. S. ships — the Turner 


Joy and the Maddox — had been 
attacked in the Gulf of Tonkin by 
the North Vietnamese and the 
President wanted congressional 
approval to deal with the situa- 
tion. Fulbright related the facts, 
as given to him by the adminis- 
tration, and made an eloquent 
plea. 
Thus was born the Gulf of Ton- 
kin Resolution that gave the 
President authority to take the 
country to war without formal 
declaration by Congress. The 
resolution was approved 100 per 
cent in the House and had only 


two dissenting votes in theSen- 
ate. 


AT THE time the Arkansas 


senator was a little proud of his 
part in p a s s a g e of the resolu- 
tion. After all, American ships 
had been attacked, he was told, 
and too, it was of help to a 
Democratic President who was 
fighting for another term. 


But soon Fulbright began to 


have second thoughts. The U.S. 
was becoming deeply involved in 
a land war in Asia, and Ful- 
bright didn't like this. He began 
speaking out against it, and has 
been doing so ever since. In 
fact, the gulf between him and 
Johnson grew so wide that it can 
never be bridged. 
The fervor with which Ful- 


bright lashed out at the Johnson 
policy — t h r o u g h televised 
hearings 
of his committee, 


speeches and interviews —had a 
profound effect on millions. He 
became, and still is, the chief 
critic of the war. 
No one has ever publicly blam- 
ed Fulbright for America's in- 
volvement in the war. Those who 
know him know he is a peace- 
ful man and has always prefer- 
red to settle international dif- 


ferences via the negotiations ta- 
ble. 


BUT BECAUSE of his major 
role in the Gulf of Tonkin Res- 
olution, some have speculated 
privately, newsmen' included, 
that perhaps Fulbright carries a 
sense of personal guilt and re- 
sponsibility for which he has 
been trying to atone. 


For nearly two hours in the 
spring of 1966, this reporter in- 
terviewed the senator privately 
m his home town of Fayette- 
ville, Ark. He candidly gave his 
views on the war, readily ad- 
mitting his 
mistake with the 


resolution. Several times later 
there were other interviews. 
Somehow the ghost of the Ton- 
kin Resolution always worked 
its way into the conversation. 
Fulbright said his part in it 
was one of the worst mistakes 
he had ever made, and that he 
regretted it. But there had been 
no mention of any feel ing of per- 
sonal guilt. 
Just the other evening, this re- 


porter

Economic Opportunity Bill Runs 
Into Committee Opposition

WASHINGTON — Sen. George 
Murphy's amendment to the Ec- 
onomic Opportunity BJil to give 
governors veto pov/ar over 
federally financed legal aid pro- 
grams has run into opposition. 
The bill with the amendment 
attached has passed the Senate, 
and is now before a House com- 
mittee. 
Major opposition comes from 
the U. S. Judicial Conference, 
made up of the chief justice of 
the Supreme court and chief 
judges of the federal judicial 
circuits.

"Lawyers from around the 
state have been writing that the 
poor have not been receiving a 
satisfactory response to their 
legal aid and assistance needs, 
for which the existing law was 
designed," Murphy said. 


Sen. Sam Ervin, chairman of 


the Senate Separation of Powers 


Committee, said he was "amaz- 
ed" at the Judicial Council's 
action, and indicated it was an 
attempt by the judicial to in- 
fringe 
upon the legislative 


branch of government. 


During the past week, Murphy 
accepted the cochairmanship of 
the committee for a Week of 
National Unity, and another Cal- 
ifornian, Rep. Harold "Bizz" 
Johnson, was named cochair- 
man on the House side. 


Murphy said National Unity 


Week was "by no means a coun- 
ter-demonstration to the Mora- 
torium," but rather the "Silent 
Majority" to articulate and be 
heard in support of the Presi. 
dent on Vietnam. 
In other matters, Johnson cal- 


led on Congress to extend the 
Law Enforcement 
Assistance 


Administration as a permanent 
agency of the federal govern- 
ment. 
The program was created un- 


der the Omnibus Crime Control 
Bill and was launched with a 
$300 million funding authoriza- 
tion which will expire nexjt fis- 
cal year. 
"We have made a start, now 


we must follow up," Johnson 
said. "Combating crime is not 
a challenge which can be met 


easily."

HE FELT no guilt, nopersonal

Fulbright Regrets Plea For 


Gulf Off Tonkin Resolution

WASHINGTON — It wa* a warm, 
humid >lay on Capitol Hill, in 
August, IM4. The presiden*»•! 
campaign waa under way and all 
the loyal Demócrata wanted to 
do what they routd to help the 
election of Lyndon Johnson. 
The distinguished junior sen­ 
ator from Arkansas, J. W ,fut- 
bright, chairman of the Foreign 
Relations Committee, took the 
floor. Ha began In a quiet voice 
ami reporter* In (he gallery had 
to lean forward to catch hia 
words. 
Two U. S. ships — the Turner 
Joy and the Maddax — had been 
attacked in the Gulf of Tonkin by 
the North Vietnamese and the 
President wanted congressional 
approval to deal with the situa­ 
tion. F ulbr ight related the facts, 
as given to him by the adminis­ 
tration, and made an eloquent 
plea. 
Thus was born the Gulf of Ton­ 
kin Resolution that gave the 
President authority to taka the 
country to war without formal 
declaration by Congress. The 
resolution was approved 100per 
cent in the House and had only

toe. 


AT THE tint* the Arkansas 
senator ara* a little proud of his 
part in p a s s a g e of the resolu­ 
tion. After «I!, American *htps 
had bean attacked, he waa told, 
and too. It was of help to a 
Democratic President who waa 
fighting for another term. 
But soon Fulbright began to 
have second thoughts. The U.S. 
was becoming deeply involved tn 
a land war In Asia, and F ul­ 
br ight didn't like this. He began 
speaking out against it, and has 
been doing so ever since. In 
fact, the gulf between him and 
Johnson grew so wide that it can 
never I*» bridged. 
The fervor with which Ful- 
br ight lashed out at the Johnson 
policy — t h r o u g h televised 
hearings 
of his 
committee, 
speeches and Interviews — had a 
profound effect on millions. He 
became, and still is, the chief 
critic of the war. 
No one has ever publicly blam­ 
ed f ulbright for America's in­ 
volvement in the war. Those who 
know him know he is a peace­ 
ful man and has always prefer­ 
red to settle international dif­ 


ference* via the negotiation* ta ­ 
ble. 


BUT BECAUSE of his major 
role tn the Gulf of Tonkin Re*, 
olutton, aome have speculated 
privately, newsmen included, 
that perhaps Fulbright carries a 
sense of personal guilt and re ­ 
sponsibility for which he has 
been trying to Jtune. 
For nearly two hours tn the 
spring of lM «,this reporter in­ 
terviewed the senator privately 
in his horn* town of Fayette­ 
ville, Ark, He candidly gave his 
views on the war, readily ad­ 
mitting his 
mistake with the 
resolution. Several times later 
there were other interviews. 
Somehow the ghost of the Ton­ 
kin Resolution always worked 
Its way into the conversation. 
Fulbright said hia part in tt 
was one of the worst mistakes 
he had ever made, and that he 
regretted It. But there had been 
no mention of any feeling of p er­ 
sonal guilt. 
Just the other evening, this re ­ 
porter 
interviewed the sena­ 
tor in the privacy of his office, 
and after some hesitancy, put 
the question to him, asking al­ 
so; Had he joined Sen. Wayne

WASHINGTON - Sen. George 
Murphy’s amendment tothe Ec­ 
onomic Opportunity BUI to give 
governors veto power over 
federally financed legal aid pro­ 
grams has run into opposition. 
The bill with the amendment 
attached has passed the Senate, 
and is now before a House com­ 
mittee. 
Major opposition comes from 
the U. S. Judicial Conference, 
made up of the chief justice of 
the Supreme Court and chief 
judges of the federal judicial 
circuits. 
Murphy and a good many of his 
colleagues believe the amend­ 
ment is sound and vitally need­ 
ed. it takes away the right of 
the Office of Economic Oppor­ 
tunity to override a govern­ 
o rs’ objection on legal service 
programs. 
"Lawyers from around the 
state have been writing that the 
poor have not been receiving a 
satisfactory 
response to their 
legal aid and assistance needs, 
for which the existing law was 
designed,” Murphy said. 
Sen. Sam Ervin, chairman of 
the Senate Separation of Powers 


Committee, said he wa* "am az­ 
ed” at the Judicial Council's 
action, and indicated it was an 
attempt by the judicial to in­ 
fringe 
upon the legislative 
branch of government. 
During the past week, Murphy 
accepted the cochairminshlp of 
the committee for a Week oí 
National Unity, and another Cal­ 
ifornian, Rep. Harold "Blzz” 
Johnson, was named cochair­ 
man on the House side. 
Murphy said National Unity 
Week was "by no means a coun­ 
ter -dem onstration to the Mora­ 
torium ,” but rather the "Silent 
Majority” to articulate and be 
heard in support of the Presi­ 
dent on Vietnam. 
In other matters, Johnson cal­ 
led on Congress to extend the 
Law Enforcement Assistance 
Administration as a permanent 
agency of the federal govern­ 
ment. 
The program was created un­ 
der the Omnibus Crime Control 
Bill and was launched with a 
$300 million funding authoriza­ 
tion which will expire next fis­ 
cal year. 
"We have made a start, now 
we must follow up,” Johnson 
said. "Combating crime Is not 
a challenge which can be met 


easily.” 
Congressman Johnson has do­ 
nated to the 20 county libraries 
in his 2nd Congressional Dis­ 
trict copies of the just-publish­ 
ed 1969 Yearbook of Agricul­ 
ture, "Food for Us All.” 
Johnson said the book contain­ 
ed "solid nutritional informa­ 
tion of value to home economic 
students.” Johnson said 
he 
would also send copies of the 
400-page book to college and 
high school libraries. 
Congressman Jerry Pettis of 
Loma 
Linda said his pending 
anti-obscenity bill would stem 
the rising tide of pornographic 
materials if enacted into law. 
Pettis said he received large 
volumes of mall from consti­ 
tuents. Major feature of the 
Pettis bill would prohibit the 
mailing or sending through in­ 
terstate commerce of all unso­ 
licited obscene 
material to 
homes with children under the 
age of 16. 
Congressman Johnson spoke 
out strongly for the recently 
House-passed Drug Abuse Ed­ 
ucation Act as a means of com­ 
bating the drug addiction prob­ 
lem. 
The measure is now before a 
Senate subcommittee.

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Every Litter Bit Does Hurt 


(FROM THE SACRAMENTO BEE) 


The hard fight against Uttering needs all the help It can get. 


The Stanislaus County Board of Supervisors again has ex- 


pressed its concern with the ugly string of litter along the coun- 
ty's roads and highways. 


Every supervisor had suggestions for measures which might 


help to remove or reduce this shameful blight on the country- 
side. Chairman Richard Vanderwall called for a concerted effort 
to clean up the litter, possibly through a countywide committee. 


And well he might, because the problem has reached such a 


scale it needs all the help it can get. It needs to enlist the broad- 
est possible support — children and adults, individuals and or- 
ganizations — anyone whose pride in his surroundings can be 
stimulated to combat this disgraceful practice. 


Littering is a lot like sin. Just about everybody is against it 


but there remains abundant evidence it somehow flourishes. What 
is needed is an unremitting countereffort, a continuing program, 
as Supervisor Charles A. Brink has suggested. 


The basics of an effective antilitter campaign almost have to 


be a continuous program of education, strict enforcement, pro- 
viding convenient and adequate means of disposing of litter and 
setting a good example. 


Borrowing a couple of Ideas might be helpful. In the days be- 


fore the high-speed freeways, some towns along busy state high- 
ways became known for strict enforcement of the reduced speed 
limtt within their boundaries. Impatient motorists frequently re- 
ferred to these places as "speed traps." They did, nonetheless, 
learn to respect the posted speed limit and often warned others 
of their acquaintance to do likewise. 


Several of the better-managed amusement parks, notably 


Disneyland, use a gentler but nevertheless effective approach. 
They realize one of the park's biggest attractions, the one most 
frequently commented upon by patrons, Is its cleanliness. 


There are no signs, no warnings, no fines for littering. In- 


stead there is an abundance of trash cans conveniently placed 
throughout the park. In addition there Is a corps of young men 
with brooms and dust pans who gather up every stray piece of 
litter almost before It hits the ground. 


In the face of this impressive example and in appreciation 


of these pleasantly trash-free surroundings, there is very little 
littering . Patrons show respect for the cleanliness and the ef- 
forts to maintain it. 


A combination of methods along these lines could be effectively 


applied on a wider scale. 


There certainly could be no objection to Stanislaus County's 


becoming known as the strictest enforcer of litter laws in the 
state, as long as it eventually also became known as the cleanest 
county in the state.

Glamorous, Prosaic Cars Fail Safety Tests 


By JACK ANDERSON 


WASHINGTON — Seme of A- 
mer lea's most glamorous auto- 
mobiles, along with such work- 
aday models as Chevy Us, Fal- 
cons and Valiants, have flunked 
the federal car safety tests. 


The Highway Safety Bureau 


last week dribbled out thenamas 
of five 1968 models which didn't 
meet one or more of its stand- 
ards. 
This column has ob- 


tained 
the closely guarded 


names of 14 others, which the 
bureau had hoped to keep secret 
Into December. 


The suppressed test results 
indicate chat tiieuutu cuiiipajiies 
aren't producing the safe cars 
that they advertise. 
For in- 


stance, brakes failed to pass in 
19 of the 73 cars tested—a dan- 
gerously high percentage. An- 
other 7 out of 57 cars flunked 
the tire-and-rim tests. And five 
per cent of the tires tested 
by the federal auto sleuths were 
found to be unsafe. 


In response to the urging of 


consumer advocates Sen. War- 


ren Magnuson, D-Wash., and 
Rep. John Moss, D-Calif., Sec- 
retary of Transportation John 
Volpe had planned to release 
the names of auto failures bit 
by bit. 


He already has named five cars 


which have failed to meet safety 
standards — Mustang, Mercury 
Colony Park and Chevy IINova, 
seat belts; Mercury Cyclone, 
collapsed

Checker, fuel loss during crash.

T h e 
condition of excessive h a i r 
growth is known as hirsutism 
and may be caused by a great 
many b a s i c physical condi- 
tions. Hormone imbalance and 
deficiencies can now be stu- 
died with a great degree of 
accuracy. Replacement 
may 


be beneficial in preventing the 
progress of hirsutism and even 
reverse it. 


At the beginning of the cen- 


tury, X - rays were used by 
many who had no knowledge 
of the danger. The result was 
that damage to the skin, at 
first unnoticed, was severe and 
even responsible for skin can- 
cer after 25 years. 


Your daughter, in her anxi- 


ety to remove unwanted hair, 
must not be tempted by such 
dangerous treatment. Derma- 
tologists or skin specialists 
use X-rays for many condi- 
tions.

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Every Litter Bit Does Hurt 


(FROM THE SACRAMENTO BEE) 


Tho hArtl tight AgAlnot littering needs All thf* holt) « con got. 


Tho Stanislaus County Hoard of Supervisor* again ha* ex­ 
pressed its cesteem with the ugly string of litter along the coun­ 
ty*» roods and highways. 


Every supervisor hod suggestions for measures which might 
help to remove ot reduce this shameful blight on the country­ 
side. Chairman Richard Vanderwall called for a concerted effort 
to clean vg> the litter, possibly through a countywide committee. 


And well he might, because the problem has reached such a 
scale it needs all the help it can get. It needs to enlist the broad­ 
est possible support — children and adults, individuals and or­ 
ganizations — anyone whose pride In his surroundings can be 
stimulated to combat this disgraceful practice. 


Littering Is a lot like sin. Just about everybody is against it 
but there remains abundant evidence it somehow flourishes. What 
is needed is an unremitting countereffort, a continuing program, 
as Supervisor Charles A. Brink has suggested. 


The basics of an effective antilttter campaign almost have to 
be a continuous program of education, strict enforcement, pro­ 
viding convenient and adequate means of disposing of litter and 
setting a good example. 


Borrowing a couple of ideas might be helpful. In the days be­ 
fore the high-speed freeways, some towns along busy state high­ 
ways became known for strict enforcement of the reduced speed 
limit within thetr boundaries. Impatient motorists frequently re ­ 
ferred to these places as "speed traps,*’ They did, nonetheless, 
learn to respect the posted speed limtt and often warned others 
of their acquaintance to do likewise. 


Several of the better-managed amusement parks, notably 
Disneyland, use a gentler but nevertheless effective approach. 
They realize one of the park’s biggest attractions, the one most 
frequently commented upon by patrons, is Its cleanliness. 
There are no signs, no warnings, no fines for littering. In­ 
stead there is an abundance of trash cans conveniently placed 
throughout the park. In addition there is a corps of young men 
with brooms and dust pans who gather up every stray piece of 
litter almost before it hits the ground. 


In the face of this impressive example and in appreciation 
of these pleasantly trash-free surroundings, there is very little 
littering . Patrons show respect for the cleanliness and the ef­ 
forts to maintain it. 
A combination of methods along these lines could be effectively 
applied on a wider scale. 


There certainly could be no objection to Stanislaus County’s 
becoming known as the strictest enforcer oí litter laws in the 
state, as long as it eventually also became known as the cleanest 
county in the state.
